the long-empty rooms set aside for 
young peoples' meetings of various re- 
ligious denominations. But it is also 
^yue thai Ihey are usually among 
ffhose present when a new bar is be- 
ing opened in their home town. 


One minute will see them talking 


ing earnestly together about the new 
order and what their own part in it 
ought to be. Then next you will find 
them laughing about a story with a 
slightly off-color but amusing point. 


The New Youth 


They alternate between periods of 


carefrceness, without too many hamp- 
ering scruples, enjoying whatever bit 
of fun they can snatch from fate, and 
more prolonged intervals of viewing 
soberly a world thai offers them lots 
of problems and precious few jobs 
with pay envelopes attached. 


In the main they consider it dis- 


gusting to get dead-drunk, but they 
are not creeling any pedestals for the 
girl who neither drinks or pets.

"Girls in Spokane smoke less than 


in the Kast. Many who think it's all 
right lo drink in public won't smoke. 
The young people out there are busy 
wondering what's going to become of 
them and that has a sobering effect. 
They talk a lot about what they ought 
to do and there is a definite trend 
toward trying lo find some kind of 
religion that will help." 


New England was the next section 


heard from. Our reporter finds there 
a more serious generation than has 
ever been know before inlhosc parts. 


"Young folks seem to have been 


sensitized in social trends, to politics, 
economics and even to international 
isue::," he dc-cIares. "In many cases 
they have turned rcbelliously from old 
customs and maners with un emphasis 
that has made headlinesi just as our 
ycuth's whoopee of a generation ago 
made the headlines. These boys and 
girls have less time for whoopee mak- 
in« than any young folks for a long 
time. The end of prohibition has help- 
ed to stamp out flask-toting and get- 
ting plastered and it's no longer con- 
^dered .smart to guzzle moonshine, 
though there is plenty of taken-for- 
granted drinking."

New U. S. Bond Issue 


WASHINGTON—(XP)— The govern- 


ment a.skod American investors for 
$800,000.000 of new money Saturday 
in a Treasury financing 
operation 


which may reach a niamimum of 1 
billion, 3UO million dollars. 


Secretary Morgenthau offered buy- 


ers two security issues— $300,000,000 in 
12-14-ycar three per cent bonds 2 1-8 
per cent notes. 


He heservcd the right to increase 


the bond issue by a niamimum of 
$520,J!)8.100—enough to exchange new 
bonds for $174.905,500 in one-quarter of 
•;ne per cent certificates maturing on 
June 15, and for $345,290,609 in 2 1-4 
per cent notes, maturing August 1. 


The financing meant the Treasury 


wanted a minimum of 800 million dol- 
lor.s in new money to meet recovery 
co.sls. After that it was willing lo 
boosts the size of the three year bond 
issue by whatever amount holders 
of the maturing certificates and notes 
wished to exchange them for bonds.. 


Cheap Interest Rate 


The interest rule set on the bond 


issue- three per cent—was the cheap- 
est, to the government on any bond 
flotation since an issue of 24-year 3's 
in 1931. The 755 million dollar .sale 
later became known in financial cir- 
cles as "Mellon 3's."

LOS AWGELES, Calif.— (/P) —Louis 


Payne, 21, son of a former St. Louis 
utility executive 
surrendered to po- 


lice Sunday night with a written con- 
fession that he killed his mother and 
a 15-year-old brother, found beaten to 
death Sunday in their Westwood Hills 
mansion. 


The admissions were contained in a 


letter and a telegram addressed to 
Lucius F. Payne, the father, in St. 
Louis on business. 


The unsent telegram read: 
"Dear dad: I have kiled mother 


and Bob. Am going to turn myself 
over to police. Louis. 


Louis had been soughl for question- 


ing. Police learned from friends of 
the family that he had been involved 
in an automobile accident in St. Louis 
in which a girl was killed and the 
family had come to Los Angeles sub- 
urb in the hope a change in sur- 
roundings would improve his health. 


Mrs. W. R. Gregg of Alfadena, sis- 


ter of the slain woman, told authori- 
ties Mrs. Payne and her two sons had 
spent last Sunday at her home. 


"At that time,"' said Mrs. Gregg,

He- died in the withering fire, his body 
mutilated by heavy slugs as close 
range. 


Perkins groaned as the leaden pel-

tice, di scribed Perkins as "a martyr 
to the law's campaign against kidnap- 
ers and extortionists."

NEW YORK.~New York City went 


militantly "navy" Sunday 
its 
first 


holiday since the fleet got in. 


Its citizens turned out by the hun- 


dreds of thousands to visit the fleet, 
to entertain tars ashore and to co- 
mingle with them at church services 
at which leading clergymen thrilled 
their hearers wit hpatriotic sermons. 


Braving a 
blistering sun, which 


caused 21 heat prostrations, a multi- 
tude that exceeded all police expecta- 
tions jammed the North river water- 
front to view or visit the ships. Po- 
lice and other observers estimated that 
a gallery of upward of one million 
persons looked over the fleet from 
vantage points along Riverside Drive 
alone, of whom 35,000 or more went 
on board the fighting vessels, being 
conveyed there by hundreds of naval 
and privately operated launches. 


Meanwhile, officers of the fleet were 


complaining bitterly that the city's 
hospitality was such in name only, 
that actually they were being exploit- 
ed to further the "social racket" here, 
and that the enlisted men themselves 
were victims of selfish business inter- 
ests. 


These officers told how, in response 


to higher up orders, they were being 
shunted about to various affairs at the 
bidding of local hostesses, like so many 
gigolos. Dice games aboard ship, the 
winners in which won the right lo re- 
main while the losers filled the com- 
pulsory social engagements were re- 
ported Ihe common procedure.

WASHINGTON. —The steel strike 


thieat worries the administration just 
enough to make it interesting.

and elsewhere. 


One labor expert has just returned

Much Will depend on the result of 


an internal fight now going on be- 
.tween conservative officers of the A. 
F. of i*. steel union, which had about 
5000 members a year ago, and leaders 
of an estimated 75,000 to 100,000 new 
members. 
' Factors against a serious labor up- 
heaval in steel are: 
' The industry is entering the slack 
season, when there's heavy demand 
for tin-plate only—a demand which 
comes from the canners, 


Eoosevelt normally wouldn't have 


much trouble in getting A. F. of L. 
leaders sto call off the strike. They 
don't want one. 


The steel industry is well organized 


and well heeled, probably more close- 
1 yknit for defense than any other 
major industry. It has the best de- 
veloped labor pay system of any and 
apparently spy system of any and ap- 
parently is willing to spend large 
sums to break a strike. 


But if resentment is as bitter as that 


shown in Toledo 
and 
Minneapolis, 


present A. F. of L. officers will be 
overridden and there will be no end 
of trouble, despite the workers' pres- 
ent tepid leadership and lack of or- 
ganization.

Some insurgent leaders are talking 


privately of violence and one group 
of union lodge officials claims to have 
chartered" an airplane to attack steel 
plants, officials here are advised. But 
such talk probably can be discounted.

But this isn't enough. Screens, traps, 


flypaper and similar devices are only 
secondary, rather than primary means 
of controlling the development and 
.spread of flies as a menace to health. 


To do the job right you should pre- 


vent the breding of flies and this is 
done by the observance of cleanli- 
ness, which includes the covering of 
all garbage and fjth and the thorough 
washing of doorsteps, porches, win- 
clow sills, and windows. 


A female housefly lays 600 to 1000 


eggs during her lifetime of several 
months, .so you sc that flies multiply 
very rapidly. 


It hnf Icng been 
rcognized 
that 


houseflies may spread disease. This 
they do in various ways. Chiefly, how- 
ever, they carry the germs of disease 
en their hairy feet, picking up the 
germs from filth, including the secre- 
tions of those who are sick, and trans- 
ferring the germs either directly to 
tho skin of the human body or to till' 
food that human beings eat. 


Nowadays it is well know that cer- 


tain forms of intestinal diseases in 
children, and occasionally cases of 
typhoid as well, are caused by the 
medium of the fly. 


The housefly is a scavenger. It mul- 


tiplies in the presence of filth and 
best of all either in the execrations of 
human beings or animals, which are 
moist at the time the fly feeds upon 
them. 


The fly will deposit its eggs in such 


filth; from thes eggs the larvae, or 
maggots develop, and good-sized flies 
appear from the eggs in about 10 days. 


Decayed filth, scraps of food, the 


excretions of animals deposited 
ar- 


ound the house are the best means of 
drawing flies to the house or of giv- 
ing them the opportunity to breed. 


Under tbe best of circumstances, the 


fly i.s a nuisance. Around the sick bed 
or in the presence of sinall children, 
it is a constant menace to health and 
safety.

SECTION II. None of the rates for 


property, excise, privilege or personal

stitution, and no other appropriation 
bill may be enacted before that shall 
have been done. 


SECTION V. No expense shall bo 


incurred or authorized for 
either 


House- except by a bill duly passed 
by botli Houses and approved by the 
Governor. 


The provisions of the Constitution 


of the State of Arkansas in conflict 
with this Amendment are hereby re- 
pealed insofar as they are in conflict 
herewith, and this Amendment shall 
be self-executing and shall take and 
have full effect immediately upon its 
adoption by the electors of the State. 


The above resolution was filed in

Loin's convention 
in 1916, the Socialist parly Sunday 
swung far to the Left and voted to re- 
sist war by all available means and to 
sot up a proletarian rule if the "cap- 
italist system should collapse in gen- 
eral chaos and confusion." 


Following the aggressive leadership 


of Norman Thomas and Mayor Daniel 
W. Hoan of Milwaukee, in the most 
tumultuous session of the party's bien- 
nial convention, the coalition of Cen- 
Irists, Left and Extremists—which has 
'constantly demonstrated its power in 
the bitter fights of the last three days 
—routed the "old guard" of the Right 
wing in this declaration of principle 
by a vote of 99 to 47. 


It was the second decisive defeat of 


the day for the Right. Only one mem- 
ber of the "old guard"—the faction 
dominated for many years by the late 
Morris Hillquit and which has aimed 
its thrust in this convention at the 
national leadership of Thomas was 
elected to the national Executive Com- 
mittee. 


F'ew conventions in the history of 


the party witnessed a more bitter ses- 
sion than the closing one today which 
adopted the revolutionary declaration 
of principle. The whole declaration in 
general, was characterized by Louis 
Waldman, floor leader of the "old 
guard" from New York, as: 


"An anarchist, illegal and Commun- 


ist doctrine." 


"It means the end of the Socialist 


party in America if it remains," Wald- 
maii said.

Textile Strike Averted 


WASklNQTON -(/P)— The govern- 


ment Sunday night succeeded in hold- 
iilg off another strike in a major in- 
dustry, the txtile business, obtaining 
an agrement between the management 
and the workers to suspend all overt 
acts until after a detailed study by 
NRA of production, Wages arid hours. 


A few minutes after Thomas F. Mc- 


Mahon, president of the United Tex- 
tile Workers of America and George 
A. Sloan, chairman of Cotton Textile 
Code Authority, with associates, had 
signed the agreement, the workers 
representatives telegraphed all locals 
to rescind the strike order which 
would have taken an estimated 300,- 
000 out on Monday. 


The agreement, however, stipulated 


that the compact in no way prejudiced 
the right of labor to strike.
